WHAT MAY BE the oddest 


answer yet to the energy crisis | 
has been devised by a group of. 


engineers at Stanford University 
in California. Large plantations 
of eucalyptus trees, they say, 


could be used as a means of cap- © 


turing solar energy. Every five 
years the plantations would be 
cropped and the wood used as a 
raw material for producing gas. 

The economics of the system, 


᾿ say the engineers, are sur- 


prisingly attractive. Eucalyptus 
trees are among the world's 
fastest growing plants, will.grow 
on marginal land in many areas 
and can be cut off close to the 
ground without killing the plant. 
After cropping, new shoots 


appear from the stump and in : 


another five years the tree can 
be cropped.

plantations could be converted 


to pipeline gas or burned to: 


- produce electricity at costs 
slightly greater than coal but 
rather less than nuclear plants. 


‘In the United States: the. total 


amount of. eucalyptus energy 
which could be produced in this 
way is large, sufficient to supply 
virtually ali current demand-for 


electricity and gas if sufficient 
laud were planted. And unlike 
coal, oil, natural gas or uranium, 
eucalyptus plantations would 
provide a renewable resource 
which with proper management 
might last for ever.
